LL astronomers bn ow th at the 
face of tJie sun is blanketed 
with absorbing vapors, while 
its interior is much hotter 
than the glowing shell that 
we sec. Strip off the vapor­

the surface of the earth would probably burst into 
smoke and flame in the instantaneous gush of 
unbearable heat that would be poured upon it. 
Whenever, as occurs periodically, though not 
always to the same extent, the .-olar vapors are 
thinned, the heat from within leaps out through 
the w e a k e n e d shell ami strikes the earth and the.

Tho sun is subject, to strange physical disorder, which shakes its 
system to the very center and, like a malarious disease, recurs in more 
or less regular periods, but with varying intensity.

we have now arrived at the beginning of the great primary period of 
the cycle which is marked by intensification of the solar disturbances.

tails have not yet taken definite form, 
h u t in a general way M. de Lobel says 
th a t the span of Behring straits will 
be made by the use of immense ferry 
boats, capable of carrying the larg­ 
est train. 
Through the central chan­ 
nel of the straits he says th at there 
is a strong current th at Is never en­ 
tirely closed. 
F or th e safety of the 
ferry It will be necessary to maintain 
an immense cable or perhaps to bridge 
th e channel for use a t least in the 
w inter time. 
T he road would connect 
with the Russian government line at 
Vladivostok and end at Circle 
City. 
W ith the completion of the Canadian 
line to Dawson the link from Circle 
to Dawson would be filled In. and. as 
M. de Lobel says, it would then be 
possible to travel from New’ York via 
Tacoma, Dawson and Vladivostok to 
P aris without changing cars. 
It is a 
stupendous project, b u t the world has 
seen greater marvels, anil It may be 
possible that this modern Col. Sellers 
m ay live to see the realisation of his 
dreams.
